Hope gradually waned for Captain

The National Resources Board 
will definitely complete its report 
on the Central Valleys Water Proj- 
ect of California and will present 
the report personally to President 
Roosevelt, it has been learned from 
authorities.

In order to save the state mil- 
lions on wasted roads and other 
useless developments, L. D. Deming, 
newly appointed planning commis- 
sioner is urging an aerial photog- 
raphic map of the entire state. 
Such a project, he believes, would 
familiarize people with sections of 
topography and their relation to 
ether topographic conditions near- 
by. 


Purchase of a pistol for $15 from 
a Los Angeles policeman enabled 
youthful James Elmer Miller to rob 
a San Francisco bank of $1,900. 
Miller is the first defendant to be 
tried under the new law which 
gives Federal courts jurisdiction 
over bank robbery cases in which 
a Federal reserve bank is involved. 


Los Angeles County business men 
were heartened by cold statistics 
issued by the chamber of commerce 
which showed that the Pacific 
Southwest is starting a commercial 
trade revival. Trade with Hawaii 
has jumped to $2,342,000 from 
$805,000 last year. Other foreign 
commerce showed a _ $4,500,000 
jump since last November. 


California led the nation in the 
production of casinghead gasoline 
from natural oil field gas for 1933. 
Texas was second and Oklahoma 
third.

Declared Unsafe

Closing of the Sequoia 


ofthe boys’ and girls’ gymnasiums 


and postponment of all school as- 
semblies and performances for an 
indefinite yeriod was the result of 
a report received last week by the 
board of trustees from the depart- 
ment of public works, which de- 
termined the aforementioned build 
ings to be a hazard to life anc 
property. According to Principal A. 
Cc. Argo, the report stated that in 
case of an earthquake equa] in in- 
tensity to San Francisco’s in 1906 
occurred while students occupiec 
either place there undoubtedly 
would be loss of life and serious 
property damage. 

Because of the closing of the 
buildings the annual Christmas 
play offered to the public and other 
plays will have to be cancelled, 
while all school dances will be held 
here after in the cafeteria. 

All boys’ sports are to be contin- 
ued, according to Frank H. Griffin, 
head of the boys’ physica] educa- 
tion department. An out-door gym- 
nasium will be bulit for “super” 
basketball, while varsity and 30’s 
will practice at Palo Alto and Men- 
lo whenever possible. Basketball 
lockers will be removed to the 
board room, and the volley bail 
and boxing will continue as sched- 
uled. 

In the girls’ physical education 
department the dancing, correction, 
and dressing rooms were considered 
safe, with only the main gymnasi- 
um as a possible source of danger. 
Girls’ basketball and other sports 
are to be continued on outside 
courts, and because of this work 


the girls must bring sweaters a5 
well as the regular gymnasium 
equipment. 

Of all buildings on the school 


grounds the auditorium was rated 
the most hazardous, and the next 
are the gymnasiums. Lastly are the 
academic building, music building 
and cafeteria, which are all con- 
sidered relatively safe. 

The board of trustees of the 
school met last Tuesday night and 
decided to engage H. J. Brunnier, 
structural engineer, to examine the 
buildings and ascertain what re 
pairs must be made and at what 
cost. The board is proceeding as 
rapidly as possible to place a bond 
issue before the people to secure 
the funds necessary to comply with 
the recommendations of the engi- 
neer, 

To acquaint all parents and stu- 
dents with the hazard to which 
they are exposed a letter with full 
details on the situation has been 
distributed to al] pupils. 

In justice to all associated with 
the school and those who were con- 
nected with the school at the time 
the various buildings were erected, 
it should be noted that conditions 
which ara said to be weaknesses to- 
day were considered good con- 
struction practice at the time the 
buildings were erected, Mr. Argo 
said. 

The report makes clear that all 
buildings were constructed of good 
materials and according to speci- 
fications. The change of construct- 
ion requirements has come about 
only because of a revision of the 
building code after the Lond Beach 
quake.

New Chinese Dollar 


Arrives In U. S. 


The first of the new Chinese dol- 
lars to be coined by the recently 
established mint at Shanghaj have 
de-

been received by the foreign 


pany. The coin has on its obverse 
side a bust of Sun Yat-Sen founder 
of the Chinese republic, and on its 
reverse side, a Chinese junk. It i: 
one-sixteenth inch larger in diame- 
ter, and of the same fineness a 
the American dollar, and its silvei 
bullion worth is approximately 5{ 
cents. 

According to Peter A. Kinnoch, 
vice-president in charge of Ameri- 
can Trust Company’s foreign de- 
partment, this dollar will supersede 
as the common medium the Mexi- 
can. dollar, which has been in use 
since the signing of the Hay Treaty 
during the Rutherford B. Hayes 
administration, which marked thx« 
inauguration of the Open Doo: 
Policy in China. It was adopted at 
that time becauSe Mexico, like 
China, was on a Silver basis. 

It forms a striking contrast with 
the Sycee, or “silver shoe” money, 
common since time immemoria] in 
China and still in wide use today 
for the settlement of commerciul 
balances. These sycee are made in 
the shape of a woman’s shoe. They 
are not a national coinage, but bear 
the “shop” mark or seal of well- 
known Chinese merchants as a 
guarantee of their purity. They 
have no fixed value, since they vary 
considerably in weight, running 
from a few ounces to as much as 
five pounds.

SAN MATEO, Dec. 13—More turf 
history and new records are expect- 
ed to be made at Bay Meadows 
Sunday, December 16, the ray of 
the $25,000 Bay Meadows Handicap. 

With 14 of the leading handicap 
horses of America regarded as cer- 
tain starters in the rich stake event 
the race promises to be the greatest 
ever run in California and the 
track record for one mile and one- 
eighth is almost cetrain to fall. 
With the Bay Meadows oval one of 
the fastest in existance, a new rec- 
ord is not unlikely. 

The value of the race is the larg- 
est ever offered on a California 
track. The largest crowd ever to 
withness a horse race on the Pa- 
cific Coast is another record pre- 
dicted. A record mutuel play for 
California is virtually certain. 

Top Row, the horse that broke 
the world record for one mile and 
one-sixteenth by covering the dis- 
tance in 1:40 in winning the San 
Francisco Handicap at Bay Mead- 
ows last Saturday, is expected to 
go to the post favorite Sunday.
